Only then, he said, will he send 


his five negotiators back to Kae- 
song to resume armistice negotia- 
tions.

Ridgway. who has twice broken 


off talks because armed Red troops 
violated the neutral area, said he 
didn't think the appearance of a 
company of heavily armed Com- 
munists last Saturday was an "ac- 
cident," as the Reds stated. 


He told Korean Gen. Kim II 


Sung and Chinese Gen. Peng Teh- 
Hual that he considered the inci- 
dent neither minor nor trivial. And, 
he said: 


"It must be clearly understood 


that, my acceptance of a resump- 
tion of the armistice talks is con- 
ditional on complete compliance 
with your guarantees of ncutrah-

Moscow's Answer 


This appeared to be Moscow's 


answer to a resolution congress 
passed last June. The American 
document expressed friendship and 
goodwill toward the Russian peo- 
ple. 


President Truman sent it along 


to Shvernik, technically Russia's 
chief of states, July 7. And he 
called on Russia's leaders to make 
it public so the Russian people can 
learn the "peace aims of the Amer- 
ican people and government." 


Russia's replying r e s o l u t i o n 


came from the presidium of the 
Supreme Soviet (parliament), a 
small group which acts when the 


Russian legislature is not in scs 
sion. 


Call* for Agreement 


In 
his 
accompanying 
letter 


Shvernik called for an agreemenl 
by the United States, Russia, Brit- 
ain, France and Communist China 
to disarm and prohibit manufac 
ture of atomic weapons. He re- 
iterated Russia's willingness to 
agree to some form of inspection 
as a guarantee of her god faith. 


The United Nations assembly 


overwhelmingly rejected an iden- 
tical Soviet offer in November, 
1949, 
American officials localled. 


It was made by Soviet Foreign 
Minister Andrei Vishinsky. 


Do Not Trust RiiMla 


Other nations did not tnist Rus- 


sia to live up to its word, these 
officials said, especially after Vi- 
shinsky made it clear Moscow 
would not agree to United Nations 
conditions for continuous inspec- 
tion and international control of 
atomic energy plants. 


Moscow's move in reviving its 


proposal was viewed by officials 
here as "a pure propaganda ges- 
ture" designed to persuade the 
world America and not Russia is 
blocking world peace.

Report In September 


Arthur O. Wood, acting chair- 


njfi of the mobilization commit- 
tee, has asked his county com- 
mittees for a report by Sept. 15 
on reaction to the USDA review. 
The committee Is composed of 
•late officials of the federal ag- 
ricultural agencies. 


The IAA said, "We do not be- 


lieve a tax-supported government- 
al agency can produce an un- 
biased report of its 
activities. 


Federal agencies that attempt to 
iig'uence the decisions of congress 
by pre-determined reports on sur- 
veys conducted by their employes 
are completely outside their field 
of legitimate activity."

Knowledge of Cow 
Psychology Cuts 
Bloat Losses 


URBANA—A University of Il- 


linois livestock specialist believes 
that if we knew more about cow 
psychology, we might be able to 
cut down our losses from bloat. 


Harry Russell thinks perhaps 


cows are like little boys who 
don't know when to stop eating 
green apples. 


He wonders whether it might 


not pay to sit in the shade a 
while and watch cattle graze to 
learn when and where they bloat 
and what feeds they're 
eating 


when they bloat. Some of the keen 
observers might furnish facts that 
would help to solve the bloat prob- 
lem. 


Right r.ow most losses from 


bloat are reported on pastures 
containing legumes, but a few 
are also reported on relatively 
dry bluegrass 
pasture. 
Russell 


recommends using some grass in 
pasture mixtures, partly because 
rough grass tickles the cow's 
stomach more than smoother le- 
gumcg and helps her belch more 
often to relieve the pressue. 


Best Means of Control 


But cattle sometimes die of 


bloat even when you take all 
known precautions. Here arc the 
best steps now known to help 
control bloat: 


1. Have plenty of water con- 


veniently located. 


2. Keep salt and mineral near 


the water supply. 


3. Keep some dry roughage- 


hay or straw—available. 


4. Mow strips in the pasture so 


that cured grass will be available. 


5. Grow a mixture of legumes 


and grass to provide coarse ma- 
terial in the forage. 


6. Feed ground car corn to 


steers on pasture so that ground 
cobs may serve as dry rough- 
age.

For Heavier Hogs 
Is Fall Picture 


URBANA— We'll probably find 


heavy hogs (over 240 pounds) sell- 
ing: for larger discounts than usual 
after mid-October compared with 
light-weights (under 220 pounds). 


That's the hog marketing picture 


for this fall as seen by w. j, Wills. 
livestock marketing specialist in 
the Illinois college of agriculture. 


Wills says this year all signs 


point toward larger supplies oC 
fats and oils that compete with 
lard. And lower lard prices usually 
drag down live hog prices, especial- 
ly for heavier hogs that always 
produce excessive amounts of lard. 


For example, a 250-pound hog 


would produce about 32 pounds of 
lard, representing about 65 pounds 
of liveweight. A drop of, say, 4 
cents a pound on lard would mean 
about 50 cents less a hundred- 
weight in the market price for 
heavy hogs, or about $1.25 per 
head. 


That's why Wills expects pack- 


ers to buy more for type during 
the usual heavy fall market run. 
They'll be paying larger premiums 
for a lengthy, meat-type hog with 
a good ham, good loin, firm' bacon 
and a minimum of fat back neces- 
sary to produce a finished animal.

Sound Storage 
Methods Bring 
Gas Savings 


URBANA—Most Illinois farm- 


ers could save more than 100 gal- 
lons of gasoline for their tractors 
every year by using sound gasoline 
storage methods and good tractor 
care and operation. 


Wendell Bowers, farm machin- 


ery specialist in the Illinois college 
of agriculture, points out that for 
the whole country the total saving 
could amount to around 360 million 
gallons. 


At a net cost of 20-22 cents a 


gallon to farmers, this 'wasted gas- 
oline would be worth some $20-$22 
per farm, or 572,000.000 to $79,- 
200,000 each year for the whole 
country. 


Bowers emphasized that there 


are 50 ways to save tractor gas- 
oline. One adjustment alone can 
save about 100 gallons of fuel a 
year on some tractors. That ad- 
justment is to set the idle needle 
and idling speed stop screw cor- 
rectly. 


The right carburetor setting can 


also save up to 100 gallons of fuel 
a year. 


Other fuel-saving practices are 


to pull two implements together 
when possible—a disk and a har- 
row, for instance. This doubling 
up can save 50 gallons or more of 
fuel a year. 


For cultivating and planting, 


shift to a higher gear and throttle 
down. This practice can save up to 
five gallons a day. 


Slieck your air cleaner regularly 


too. A clogged air cleaner can 
wasted five to eight gallons of fuel 
a day. 


And avoid long periods of idling. 


Records show that some, tractors 
are idled as many as 100 hours a 
year.

troy the red blood cells. 


Dr. C. C. Morrill, University of 


Illinois college of veterinary medi- 
cine, says biting and blood-suck- 
ing insects, such as ticks, flics 
and mosquitoes, frequently spread 
the disease. Losses average 30 to 
50 per cent in affected cattle. 


Symptoms of anaplasmosis in- 


clude rapid pulse and breathing, 
weakness, loss of appetite, con- 
stipation and in daily cattle, low-

!>ome extent by merely deciding to 
do so, the power of mind over 
matter.

Coinci- 
dence is more likely but probably 
no one could say that exposure 
to such gubes could NOT have 
any relation to the onset of 
leukemia. 


Q—I am allergic to dogs, horses, 
and cats. I would like to buy a dog 
and am wondering if there are 
any shots I could take to prevent 
this allergy.

sensitize to dog dander have been 
made but that most specialists feel 
the results and the cost are not 
good enough'to warrant trying it 
often.

Three school districts in Lee 


county will be attached to other 
districts soon, under a law passed 
six weks ago at Springfield which 
dissolved hundreds of small dis- 
tricts in the state, according to 
John Torrens, county superin- 
tendent of schools. 


Chapel school, Lake and Marion, 


all in the area between Walnut 
and Harmon will be assigned to 
new districts, Torrens said. The 
Marion school has been closed for 
two years and the other two have 
not had enough pupils to continue 
operation. Their territory must be 
absorbed by neighboring school 
districts before Sept 25, or the 
tax income will be lost for a year 
to the districts taking them in. 


Small District* 


The Chapel school district con- 


tains between six and seven sec- 
tions and probably will be at- 
tached to the Ohio district, Tor- 
rens stated. A public hearing has 
been set for Aug. 21, in the super- 
intendent's office on this attach- 
ment. No hearing date has been 
set in the Marion and Lake dis-| 
tricts. 


The Lake district takes in four 


and one-half sections and the 
Marion district five sections. 


The reshuffle was put in mo- 


tion by a little noticed law passed 
by the 1951 legislature. 


The law, a recommendation of 


the legislative school problems 
commission, on June 27 dissolved 
districts which either had failed 
for the two preceding years to 
maintain schools of their own or 
were not recognized by the state 
school superintendent.

if they refuse to destroy the weeds, 
they are subject to prosecution and 
fines. Under Illinois state law, 
fines are front $10 to $300. 


Under the state law the thistle 


commissioner can enter property 
with noxious weds and destroy 
them, placing the cost on the own- 
er of the property. A lien can be 
held against such property by the 
township 'until the cost of the weed 
destruction is paid. 


The Illinois department of agri- 


culture advises persons who have 
noxious weeds on their property in 


violation of state law to get rid of 
them either by cultivation, smother 
crops or by chemical preparations 
such as 2, 4-D.
